Indiana Teacher Strikes Backed 
By President-Elect Of ISTA

MIDDLETOWN, Ind. (AP)— 
James A. Hirschinger, presi­ 
dent-elect of the Indiana State 
Teachers 
Association, 
told 
striking teachers in Henry 
County Wednesday night they 
have the ISTA’s moral support. 
Hirschinger, 42, a Tippecanoe 
Junior High School math teach­ 
er, said earlier he hasn’t “met 
a teacher yet who likes to walk 
the bricks, but they are being 
forced into it. We are not going 
to remain in the position of sub­ 
sidizing the rest of the educa­ 
tional process.” 
Hirschinger, who will take 
over in September as head of 
the 35,000-member association, 
said teachers of the North­ 
western School Corp. along 
with those of the Taylor Com­ 
munity Schools near Kokomo 
and the Fayette County School 
Corp. at Connersville demon­ 
strate the willingness of teach­ 
ers to go all the way in support 
of collective barganing. 
The teachers strikes at Mid­ 
dletown and Kokomo were in 
their third day today. Con- 
nersville teachers walked out 
last Thursday. 
Hirschinger said he doesn’t 
know of plans for additional 
strikes, but wouldn’t be sur­ 


prised if some occurred in the 
next few* weeks. 
He said he is watching an 
ISTA defense committee study 
of the firing of three teachers 
association officers by the Clin­ 
ton Prairie School Corp. near 
Frankfort. 
“We nwy take that one to 
court,” he said. “Obviously, 
they were fired because of their 
association activities.” 
“I think teachers* finally have 
realized they may need to 
strike to improve educa ton for 
the children...that they are not 
helping the kids by continuing 
to teach in an undesirable situ­ 
ation, Hirschnger sad.”

INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP)—In­ 
diana National Guardmen will 
supplement state police traffic 
patrols on Indiana roads during 
the Memorial Day, July 4th and 
Labor Day weekends. 
Gov. Otis R. Bowen said 
Wednesday he will declare 
“states of emergency” on Boo­ 
ster roads for the three major 
warm-weather holidays. 
As of this morning, Indiana’s 
highway death toll for the year 
stood at 590, or 60 more than on 
May 24 last year. 
The rise in traffic deaths, de­ 
spite increased state police pa­ 
trols, “prompted this action,” 
Bowen said. 
“This is not for harassment 
but for help,” he said. The 
guardmen and troopers will 
help motorists with mechanical 
trouble and other difficulties.” 
Eight National Guard helicop­ 
ters and five state police heli­ 
copters will keep watch on In- 
dans and jeeps to aid 600 state 
Guard also will use military se­ 
dans and jeeps to aid 600 site 
troopers on the ground. 
The National Guard will not 
make arrests but will notify 
state police by radio of traffic 
violators. 
Philip K. Martin, director of 
the State Department of Traffic

WASHINGTON (AP) - In his 
hour of Watergate crisis, most 
House Republicans are stand­ 
ing by President Nixon, helping 
him stretch his streak of Show­ 
down veto victories over the 
Democrat-dominated Congress. 
Nixon won the votes of 167 
Republicans Wednesday and 
scored a 40-vote victory as the 
House upheld his veto of a bill 
that would have required Sen­ 
ate approval of Ms two chief 
budget officers. 
Eighteen Republicans lined 
up with 218 Democrats against 
Nixon but the 238*178 vota fa­ 
voring the override was not 
enough to beat him. Thus, for 
the third time in the year’s 
three veto battles between Nix­ 
on and Congress, his opponents 
failed to muster the two-thirds 
majority necessary to override. 
As a result, a 81*22 Senate 
vote for overriding has no ef­ 
fect.

Why not try making some 
omelets which can be as dif­ 
ferent in flavor as the various 
ingredients you choose to add?

futures to a record $9.75 a 
bushel. As recently as April 1 
a contract traded at around 
$5.54 a bushel. Cash soybeans 
at Chicago advanced to a record 
$9.12 Vi a bushel. However, by 
mid-May 
prices 
receded 
to 
around $8.85 a bushel, compared 
with $3.50 a year ago. 
Soybean products shared the 
price rise with soybean meal 
trading at around $300 a ton, 
up $25 for the two-week period. 
Prices reached a high of $308 
a ton wholesale at Decatur, 111. 
Soybean oil prices increased 1% 
cents to trade at a high of 16% 
cents a pound in early May. 


Corn prices set a 25-year high 
of $2.03 a bushel in Chicago 
cash grain markets. The rise 
was 31 cents during the first 
two weeks of may, but by mid­ 
month the price had fallen back 
to 
$1.99 
a 
bushel. 
Record 
domestic and export demand 
and 
prospects 
of 
reduced 
supplies were principal price 
strengthening 
factors, 
says 
Uhrig. 


Another 
major 
factor 
in­ 
fluencing grain prices was the 
rise in the price of gold to a 
record high, the economist says. 
The gold price increase was in 
response to fears that U.S. and 
world inflation was getting out 
of 
bounds, 
Uhrig 
observes. 
Traders preferred to own grain 
rather than money, he notes. 
Devaluation of the dollar during 
the past year also has made 
U.S. grains relatively 'Cheaper 
in the export market than was 
the case previously, says the 
economist. 


Wheat prices fluctuated in a 
10-cent range, trading around 
$2.51 a bushel at Kansas City 
markets. A year ago cash wheat 
'was 
$1.62 
a 
bushel. 
Record 
demand has offset record crop 
prospects, 
yielding 
sharply 
higher prices than a year ago. 
Uhrig explains. 
Hog prices rose around $1.25 
per 
hundredweight 
to 
trade 
around $36 in Indianapolis. Top 
hogs brought $38', up $10 from 
a year ago. 
Choice steers at Omaha ad 
vanced around 75 cents per 
hundredweight, t r a d i n g at 
$45.60. Top quality steers sold 
around $47 per hundredweight, 
up $10 from a year earlier. 
Broiler prices advanced four 
cents a pound to trade at 44

in

Hoosier Farmers Needing Propane 
Suggested To ‘Stock Pile’ Fuel

Indiana farmers who will need 
propane gas for grain drying 
at harvest might do well to 
“stock 
pile” 
the 
fuel 
now, 
suggests a Purdue University 
extension economist. 
Prof. Otto Doering says this 
could be done if the farmer has 
any extra storage capacity, or 
can obtain it. 
The 
Office 
of 
Emergency 
Preparedness 
is 
establishing 
priorities 
for 
who 
will 
get 
propane 
gas. 
Home 
heating 
probably will be 
first, 
says 
Soaring, adding;: “Agricultural 
use is a high priority.” 


The propane gas situation will 
depend largely on the weather, 
Doering believes. “ If we hav» 
a dry fall there may be no 
problem, but if we have another 
wet fall like that of 1972 it is 
going to be tough.” 
Propane gas is only a small 
part of refinery production, the 
economist explains. 
Overseas 
refineries 
which 
supply 
the 
United States use propane as 
an energy source in refining 
gasoline. 
Thus, 
even 
though 
gasoline 
supplies 
have 
in­ 
creased, they have not been 
accompanied by an increase in 
propane supply. 


Wheat Crop 
Expected To 
Be Smaller 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. - 
Indiana’s 1973 wheat crop is 
expected to be 30 per cent 
smaller 
than 
last 
year’s 
production. Both acreage and 
forecast yield are down. 
State-federal 
agricultural 
s t a t i s t i c i a n s at Purdue 
University 
report 
that 
the 
665.000 acres for harvest are 19 
per cent below the 1972 acreage. 
Yield is forecast at 42 bushels 
an acre, six fewer than last 
year. 
However, 
the 
Indiana 
forecast is the highest May 
yield in the midwest. 
Because of an extremely wet 
September. 1972. Indiana far­ 
mers 
had 
difficulty 
seeding 
their wheat. While there was 
little snow cover during the 
winter months Indiana enjoyed 
a relatively mild season. Ample 
soil moisture and mild tem­ 
peratures this spring combined 
to give the wheat crop an early 
start and stimulated growth. As 
of May 1 the crop is described 
as “generally looking good.”

I n d i a n a Dental Hygienists 
Association; Cora Lee Kelley, 
Evansville, 
president of the 
I n d i a n a Dental Assistants 
Association, and Mrs. James R. 
Roche, Indianapolis, chairman 
'Of dental health education for 
the Women’s Auxiliary of the 
Indiana Dental Association are 
the three experts interviewed on 
the subject. 
The three do not necessarily 
agree 
on 
what 
age 
small 
children should first be brought 
to a dentist. Mrs. Roche, a 
nuri# who married a dentist 
and has been active in the 
Women's Auxiliary project of 
dental education, suggests no 
later than 18 months. However 
Mn. 
Carpenter 
and 
Mrs, 
Kelley, who work as part of 
the new dental team concept, 
thought age 3 might be soon 
enough to start regular visits 
to the dentist's office. 
D e n t a l 
hygienists 
and 
assistants probably would be 
the " baby-sitters’* if the 18- 
month-old patients arrived in 
the offices of the dentists for 
whom they work. 
All three women contribute 
many hours of their own time 
in an effort to acquaint small 
children with how to use tooth­ 
brushes, toothpaste and dental 
Dost. Mrs. Kelley, e certified 
dental assistant for 18 years, 
•eld the assistant often is the 
person who gives instruction in 
Mtritioo and preventive den­ 
tistry to children when they 
visit the dentist. 
“Many children never had a 
tooth brush’' she reported of her 
work in nursery schools and 
Boys Chibs. 
Mrs. 
Carpenter 
said 
the 
relatively new “dental team 
approach’' is contributing to 
increased 
knowledge 
about 
proper dental care. 
“Team dentistry is important 
In the development of the best 
way in which the dental needs 
of s greater number of the total 
population can be met," she 
laid. Both dental bygientists 
and certified dental assistants 
were ¿fren legal status under 
a 1838 law. 
They said that while some 
dentists still practice with only 
one assistant, many now have 
e e v e r a 1 
assistants 
and 


hygientists, a l m o s t always 
women. Some of the women 
work on a part-time basis that 
permits them to rear their own 
families and also have a career. 
They said that small children 
often relate better on their first 
visit to the dentist if a feminine 
assistant works with them and 
takes the time the dentist may 
not have to teach them how 
to use a toothbrush and dental 
floss. 
Mrs. Roche said some parents 
r e m e m b e r the toothbrush 
lessons but do not also give 
their children a chance to learn 
to use dental floss. 
She said, many children first 
learn, proper dental care when, 
they enter school. Puppets are 
sometimes used to help teach 
small children the importance 
of good tooth care, stressing not 
only the routine task of cleaning 
but the fundamentals of good 
nutrition.

Watergate nevertheless, takes 
its immediate toll. It has 
deprived the President of some 
of his closest associates, it has 
disorganized the staff at the 
W h i t e 
House, 
it 
affects 
Presidential-Congressional 
relations, and tends to impede 
programs and policies dealing: 
with such important things as 
foreign policy, trade relations, 
g o v e r n m e n t expenditures 
(which means the inflationary 
spiral), the energy crisis, and 
many other matters demanding 
our national attention 
AH of us, and our country, 
pay a price for the mistaken 
zeal of a few misguided men. 
House Votes U.N. Environment 
Funds 
Action on the floor in the 
House of Representatives was 
very light this week. About the 
only vote of significance was 
contribution to an international 
environmental, fund operated by 
the United Nations. I voted for 
the bill, which passed, although 
I had first supported, two 
proposed amendments, which 
tailed of passage, and which 
were both edsigned to reduce 
the financial level of the 
American contribution, pending 
more positive and substantial 
action by other nations which 
are supposed also to participate. 
Resolution Table# 
In contrast to current Floor 
action, my subcommittees on 
the Committee on the Judiciary 
have been very busy. 
Subcommittee 1 voted 5-4 to 
table the resolution introduced 
by Rep. Bella Abzug and sup­ 
ported by Sen. Ted Kennedy, 
requiring the Department of 
Justice to explain the basis for 
bringing the so-called ‘Tort 
Worth Five” before a grand 
jury in Houston, Texas. As a 
matter of fact the Department 
gave the subcommittee an 
entirely adequate explanation, 


to which little, if anything, 
could be added if this resolution 
passed the House; but, this is 
a political matter -and, as such, 
will be thrashed out again in 
full committee and. 
as a 
parliamentary p r i v i l e g e d 
resolution, also on the Floor. 
This case marks my last par­ 
ticipation as a member of 
Subcommittee 1 which deals 
primarily, although not in the 
Fort Worth Case, with matters 
of nationality and immigration. 
I have taken up my new 
duties on Subcommittee No. 5, 
an important general subject 
Subcommittee, on which the 
Judicia ry Com m ittec Chairman 
and the ranking Republican 
minority member both serve. 
Here, at present, we are 
working on the amendment and 
extension of the Law En- 
f o r c e m e n t Assistance Ad­ 
ministration (LEAA) bill, under 
which Federal aid is extended 
to states and localities for law 
enjoreement purposes. 
Work also continues very 
busily on my remaining Sub­ 
committee, which is working on 
a new code of the law of 
evidence for use in the Federal 
Courts. Continued Cambodian 
bombing and other matters 
have brought the question of the 
war powers of the President 
and those of the Congress again 
to the fore, and it appears that 
some sort of a bill on this 
subject may be reported out of 
the Committee on 
Foreign 
Affairs. 


It is most important that 
anything attempted in this field 
be as well and as wisely done 
as possible.; and that a proper 
balance be maintained which 
will, 
at 
once 
a s s u r e 
Congressional participation (as 
the 
representatives 
of 
the 
people) in the vital questions 
of peace or war, and will, at 
the same time, not fatally 
circumscribe the freedom and 
f l e x i b i l i t y neces&ary for 
adequate executive action. A 
bad or unrealistic or un­ 
workable bill in this field would 
definitely be worse than no bill 
at all. 
As readers of this newsletter 
know, I have myself drafted 
and introduced a war powers 
bill, in which I have made a 
real effort to meet the stan­ 
dards set forth above. I sin­ 
cerely believe it to be a better 
drawn bill than the others 1 
have as yet seen, I am trying 
to interest 
the Republican 
leadership in the House in 
giving it support, and I have 
scheduled a “special order” for 
Tuesday, May 22, when my bill 
and the war powers topic, in 
general, may be discussed on 
the House Floor. 
A Summary of the provisions 
of my War Powers bill follows: 
1. When there has been no 
declaration of war by the 
Congress, nor any attack on 
A m e r i c a n 
territory, 
the 
President shall not commit the 
armed forces of the United 
States to combat or to situations 
abroad where combat is im­ 
minent or likely without prior 
congressional approval; except 
in cases of emergency or 
necessity—the e x i s t e n c e of 
which emergency or 'necessity 
shall, however, be determined 
by the President. 
2. If the President determines 
that an emergency exists in 
such situations which justifies 


and requires the commitment 
of our armed forces to combat 
or to combat situations abroad 
without 
prior 
congressional 
approval, he shall immediately 
make a report in writing to the 
Congress respecting his action. 
3. The Congress shall within 
9 0 
days 
thereafter 
take 
legislative action to approve or 
to disapprove the action of the 
executive. 


4. If the Congress approves 
the action taken, the President 
shall thereafter make reports on 
the situation to the Congress at 
intervals of not more than six 
months, and the Congress shall 
thereupon (and within 30 days 
from the receipt of such report) 
agiin approve or disapprove the 
action of the executive. 
5. If, on receipt of the first 
Presidential report or at the 
time of any subsequent report­ 
as 
a b o v e 
provided—the 
Congress acts to affirmatively 
disapprove the action of the 
executive, the President shall 
thereupon terminate the action 
taken and disengage the troops 
involved as expeditiously as it 
may be possible to do so 
“having regard to, and con­ 
sistent, with, the safety of the 
armed forces of the United 
States, the necessary defense 
and protection of the United 
States, 
its 
territories 
and 
possessions, 
the 
safety 
of 


citizens and nationals of the 
United States who may be in­ 
volved, and the reasonable 
safety and necessities, after due 
and reasonable notice, of allied 
or 
friendly 
nationals 
and 
troops.” 
6. The bill does not apply to 
any hostilities which are in 
progress at the time of the 
passage of the bill. 
7. The bill does not alter or 
abrogate any presently existing 
treaty obligations of the United 
States. 
My study also continues on 
the interesting and important 
C o n s t i t u t i o n a l topic of 
‘‘executive privilege.” I have 
made a draft of a possible 
Constitutional 
amendment— 
which I have tended, in my 
thinking, to favor this ap­ 
proach— 
but 
some 
very 
knowledgeable authorities in the 
field, such as Professor Raoul 
Berger of Harvard Law School, 
do not agree, and favor reliance 
on the existing Congressional 
power of contempt or, at most, 
on a legislative approach, on 
the ground that a proposal to 
amend the Constitution would 
amount to a concession that an 
executive privilege now exists, 
the existence of which they 
positively deny. My research on 
and study of this topic is con­ 
tinuing.

Waste Products 
Converted Into 
Useful Material

URBANA, 111. (AP) — Wall- 
boards out of corn cobs? Chairs 
out of coffee grounds? 
A University of Illinois re­ 
searcher says he has developed 
ways to convert such everyday 
wastes as coffee grounds, corn 
stalks 
and 
cobs, 
Christmas 
trees and sawdust into building 
materials. 
Dr. Poo Chow, professor of 
wood 
science, 
observes 
that 
factories which manufacture in­ 
stant 
coffee 
have 
grounds 
“piled up like mountains.” 
Coffee grounds, which result 
in an aromatic wood-like mate­ 
rial, are bound with a different 
chemical. The grounds, Chow 
has found, can be molded into 
products such as chairs. 
And, he notes, farmers in Il­ 
linois grow nearly one billion 
bushels of corn a year, each 
yielding 12 to 17 pounds of cobs. 
Corn stalk fibers are stronger 
than some wood fibers, Chow 
said in an interview, because 
they are longer. 
Chow, a native of Shanghai 
and Taiwan, said the use of 
waste fiber materials can save 
lumber and trees, improve the 
environment and yield a profit. 
He added, however, that fur­ 
ther studies must be done to 
determine the economic feasi­ 
bility 'Of his research.
